The  supply  for  the  whole  of  the  Council’s  area  is  now 
provided  by  the  two  Undertakings.  The  13  parishes  in  the 
Northern  portion  (Deighton,  Durnington,  Elvington,  Escrick, 
Fulford,  Keslington,  Kexby,  Waburn,  North  Duffield,  Skipwith, 
Stillingf leet,  Thorganby  and  Wheldrake)  are  supplied  by  York 
Waterworks  Company , and  the  5 in  the  Southern  portion  (Barlby, 
Cliffej  Hemingbrough,  Kelfield  and  Riccall)  by  the  Pontefract, 
Goole  and  Selby  Water  Board. 

The  general  service  to  consumers,  so  far  as  maintenance, 
repairs,  new  connection  etc.,  appears  to  be  satisfactory. 

Complaints  of  low  pressure  and  discolouration  were  regis- 
tered at  Dunnington,  and  the  Company  laid  an  additional  main 
^^/hich  overcame  the  problem. 

Complaints  of  lovf  pressure  at  Riccall  were  referred  to 
the  Board,  but  no  immediate  solution  can  be  expected.  The 
Engineer  is  preparing  a major  scheme  for  improvement  thrughoutn 
the  Board’s  area,  but  the  Riccall  supply  is  dependent  on  an 
additional  source  and  trunk  mains  in  the  Selby  area. 


Se^^^age  Disposal 

During  the  year,  the  Escrick  scheme  was  put  into  commission 
and  work  continued  on  the  Riccall,  Deight^'^  and  Wheldrake  schemes. 

Other  schemes  in  preparation  include  the  York  University 
Pumping  Station  and  ^umping  Main,  extensions  to  Dunnington  Village 
system  and  North  Duffield,  Skipwith  and  Thorganby  Village  schemes. 

The  only  villages  n^t  yet  under  actual  preparation  are  Cliffe 
Kelfield,  Kexby  and  Stillingf leet.  In  accordance  with  the 
Council’s  policy,  these  .schemes  will  no  doubt  follow  on  as  soon 
as  can  be  arranged. 

The  steady  progress  in  the  provision  of  sewerage  facilities 
for  the  various  villages  means  that  by  the  end  of  the  year,  there 
is  likely  to  be  in  operation  a t'tal  of  13  electric  sewage  pumps, 

5 disposal  plants  embodying  sedimentation  and  filtration  and  2 
plants  with  tank  treatment  only. 

The  electric  pumps,  although  automatic  in  operation,  require 
frequent  inspection  while  a number  of  installations  have  sewage 
screens  v/hich  must  be  regularly  cleared  to  prevent  blockage.  The 
disposal  v7orks  require  regular  m.aintenance,  involving  de -sludging 
of  settlement  tanks,  cleaning  of  syphons  and  filter  distributors 
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and  periodical  maintenance  such  as  sludge  removal,  grass 
cutting  etc. 

The  total  wor'"  involved  is  such  as  v/ill  soon  require  full 
time  employees,  instead  of  the  intermittent  use  of  existing 
employees  when  they  are  available.  This  will  be  essential  if 
satisfactory  effliients  are  to  be  oroduced. 


Refuse  Collection 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  continues 
to  increase,  d\ie  t ^ the  nev^  dviellings  being  erected  the  devel- 
opment  of  the  first  phase  of  the  York  University,  and  the  increase 
in  bulk  in  present  day  domestic  refuse. 

Collection  is  by  three  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Freighters, 
supplemented  by  a Karrier  three  ton  truck  for  collection  from 
isolated  properties.  A further  freighter  is  ordered  and  will  be 
available  to  deal  ivTith  the  extra  refuse  expected  to  arise  from 
phase  tx^ro  of  the  University.  The  oldest  of  the  existing  vehicles 
(1956  model)  has  only  a very  limited  life  and  it  seems  that  a 
further  vehicle  must  be  ordered  in  the  very  near  future. 

During  liay,  a Ministry  Inspector  of  Public  Cleansing  visited 
the  area,  and  examined  the  operations  of  collection  and  disposal. 
His  principal  comments  were  regarding  disposal,  as  the  absence  of 
mechanical  equipment  made  it  impossible  to  properly  carry  out 
controlled  tipping.  The  Council  rapidly  acted  on  the  Inspector’s 
recommendatirns  and  an  International  Harvester  D.B5  Drott  was 
purchased.  The  use  of  this  equipment  proved  completely  success- 
ful and  in  a very  short  period  the  tip  was  brought  under  prooer 
control.  Since  the  Drott  has  been  used,  there  have  been  no 
problems  of  fires  or  vermin  and  virtually  no  flies  in  evidence. 

The  compacting  effect  of  the  machine  has  considerably  increased 
the  capacity  of  the  existing  tip. 


Housing 

During  the  year  15  Discretionary  and  52  Standard  Grant 
VJorks  were  carried  out  and  £11,000  was  paid  in  grants  on  these 
properties,  'Over  50^  of  the  properties  wer^'  tenanted. 

The  com-'.ng  into  operation  of  the  I964  Housing  Act  xjidened 
the  scope  of  Standard  Grants  and  made  provisio-  for  compulsory 
improvements  in  certain  circumstances. 
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The  conversion  of  pails  to  water  closets  increased,  due 
to  further  sewers  becoming  available,  29  grants  were  paid  during 
the  year,  nearly  all  being  the  recently  approved  maximum  grant  of 
£30  pen  conversion. 


Council  Housina 

The  Council  novr  possess  698  houses,  190  ore-war  and  508 
post-war.  None  was  completed  during  the  year,  but  16  flats  and 
8 bungalows  x^ere  under  construction. 

Improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  Council  houses  at 
South  Duf field,  Cliff e and  Skipwith.  The  others  requiring 
improvement  et  Kelfield,  Hemingbrough  and  North  Duffield  are  to 
proceed  as  the  final  stage  of  the  programme. 

Maintenance  repairs  were  carried  out  by  local  contractors 
and  Council  employees.  One  bungalow  proved  to  be  a major  oper- 
ation, due  to  failure  of  the  foundations,  but  satisfactory 
stabilization  and  repairs  were  carried  out. 


Meat  Ins'oection 

The  four  licensed  Slaughter  Houses  continue  to  be  used 
regularly  and  are  satisfactory  premises. 

All  animals  slaughtered  are  inspected,  304  visits  were  made 
to  inspect  348  bovines,  280  pigs  and  868  sheep, 

A total  of  17  stones  of  meat  was  condemned  during  the  year. 

No  evidence  of  Tuberculosis  or  Cysticercosis  was  found.

The  various  food  premises  and  31  licensed  premises  have 
been  inspected  during  the  jear,  and  general  conditions  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 

During  the  Aberdeen  typhoid  outbreak,  numerous  visits  were 
made  to  the  food  premises,  and  special  emphasis  given  to  hygienic 
practices,  A number  of  tins  of  corned  beef  were  located  which 
were  of  the  same  oiigin  as  those  suspected  of  causing  the 
Aberdeen  outbreak,  and  these  were  returned  to  the  wholesalers  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  instruo bions ,

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Building  Control 


Over  636  plans  were  received  during  the  year.  The 
majority  of  the  residential  development  is  taking  place  in 
Dunnington,  Elvington,  Escrick,  Fulford  and  Heslington.  There 
is  a small  number  of  new  dwellings  in  the  remainder  of  the  district 
and  numerous  small  vrorks  such  as  house  improvements,  garages,  etc. 

The  necessary  insoections  to  ensure  compliance  with  the 
Building  Byelaws  are  carried  out  chiefly  by  the  Building  Inspector, 
who  made  over  2,500  visits  to  the  sites.  Any  infringements  or 
unsatisfactory  items  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Contractor 
either  verbally  or  by  informal  letter.  No  situation  arose  which 
required  consideration  by  the  Council.  The  Contra,ctors  are  aware 
of  the  standards  required  of  them,  and  a.  general  state  of  good 
relationship  exists. 

Apart  from  the  379  dwellings  completed,  the  major  builiing 
operations  were  at  the  York  University,  which  included  the  complet- 
ion of  the  Heslington  Hall  alterations,  and  the  first  stage  of 
Phvase  II,  In  this  was  embodied  sewerage,  drainage,  landscaping 
and  the  commencement  of  the  C.L.A.S.!'^.  constiaiction  for  the  Labor- 
atory, Boiler  House  and  Colleges  I and  II. 


Rodent  Control 

The  Coujicil  employ  a full  time  operator,  and  he  made  over  800 
visits  to  various  properties  during  the  year. 

120  Farms  a H business  premises  have  signed  contracts,  for 
which  they  get  regular  inspection  and  treatment. 

Private  residential  properties  are  given  a free  service  of 
advice  and  treatment  vrhen  an  occ  pier  reports  any  infestation  of 
rats  or  mice.  The  infestation  ^--f  new  properties  seems  to  be  on 
the  increase,  no  doubt  due  to  the  attraction  of  food  scraps  which 
are  available  when  v/orkraen  are  on  the  site,  and  the  general 
disturbance  of  the  natural  terrain. 

A u mber  of  wasps’  nests  were  effectively  destroyed  by  the 
operator. 

General  Inspection 


Over  1, 500  visits  were  made  during  the  year,  excluding 
Meat  Inspection  and  Building  Control.  The  general  nature  of  the 
visits  included  such  diverse  items  as  Housing,  Public  Health 
nuisances.  Infectious  Disease,  Petroleum  Regulations,  Animal  Board- 
ing Establishments,  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  premises. 

No  conditions  we'  e observed  which  required  the  formal  action 
of  the  Council. 
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
